Additional search would be required because the new claim linnitation(s) and new combinations of claim limitations present new 
issues by requiring presentation of one of the plurality of profiles (claim 1 1 ). Consideration of whether this new limitation is recited 
actively or merely as a field of use must also be considered. Whether all dependent claims now distinctly claim the invention in light of the 
new claim imitation must also be considered, and patentability in view of combinations of references already of record must also be 
reconsidered. Sufficiency of disclosure as originally filed would require reconsideration, and the specification must be reviewed for claim- 
supporting language that demonstrates that claimed invention. . 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The Applicant contends that Braman does not describe every aspect of claims 1 , 6, and 1 1 . apparently because using the 
appropriate definition of the claim temns "function" and "user-defined functions" would distinguish from Braman. The Applicant invites the 
Examiner limit the claim terms 'function" and "user-defined functions" by examples and discussion that appear in the application, or 
alternatively, by what the Applicant believes that a person skilled in the art would understand these terms to mean. The Applicant seems 
to urge further limiting the claim term "user-defined functions" to "functions" which both modify the speech based user interface itself and 
manipulate the data to be presented to the user. 

The Examiner declines to interpret the scope of terminology found in the claims by the Applicant's prefen-ed interpretation of 
examples found in the specification when the specification supports a broader interpretation. For example, see the prior Office action's 
citations to pages 6-7 of the specification. Here, the claims contain no express limitations that would limit the definitions of terms to the 
exact representations depicted in the examples. 
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
